U.-S. BARS MISLEADING ADS 
IN SALE OF INDIAN BLANKETS 


Trade Commission Finds Firm Has 
Hurt Business of Navajo 
Weavers. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 9.—The 
Beacon Manufacturing Co., New 
Bedford, Mass., and Swannanoa, N. 
C., has been ordered by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to stop us- 
ing Indian pictures and names on 
its blanket advertisements unless it 
explains that the blankets are not 
made by Indians. 
The commission found the com- 
pany’s display and names of blan- 
kets were injurious to the genuine 
Navajo Indian wvavers and con- 
veyed a false impression to the 
public. 
Under the order the company 
may continue to call its products 
Indian blankets providing it uses 


such qualifying phrases as “Beacon 


Manufacturing Co. Indian blan- 
kets,” “Beacon Indian design blan- 
kets,” or “Indian design blankets.” 
The order specifically prohibits 
use of pictures of Indians weaving 
blankets, looms on which Indian 


blankets are made and Indian 
camping and marriage scenes.

MARIETTA, O., July 9.—A 82 
story building was destroyed and 
several other structures damaged in 
a $500,000 fire, which for a time 
last night threatened Marietta’s 
entire business section.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—A dec- 
laration that the United States has 
not changed its attitude on war 
debts since June, 1931, was made 
by the State Department today at 
about the same time a demand was 


made in the Senate to know if any 
representative of the Government 


had expressed a willingness to con- 


sider any further reduction in the 
debts. 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, introduced a resolution call- 
ing attention to press reports that 
the Government had expressed a 


reduction and demanded to know 
if the reports were true and “if so 
by what authority any representa- 
tive of the United States has taken 
such action.” McKellar pointed out 
that in approving the moratorium 
Congress had declared its opposi- 
tion to further change in the debts. 

Another resolution was presented 


requesting the State Department to 
ascertain if any nations indebted to 
the United States desired to trans- 
fer any colonial possessions to this 
country in lieu of cash payment of 
the debts. .

Meanwhile, Senator Reed (Rep.),

The State Department's state 
ment follows: 

The American Government is 
pleased that, in reaching an agree- 
ment on the question of repara- 
tions, the nations assembled in 
Lausanne have made a great step 
forward in the stabilization of the 
economic situation in Europe. 

“On the question of ‘war debts 
owing to the United States by Eu- 
ropean Governments there is no 
change in the attitude of the 
American Government which was 
clearly expressed in the President's 
statement concerning the proposed 
moratorium on intergovernmenetal 
debts on June 20 of last year.” 

President Hoover's statement of 
June 20, 1931, said in discussing 
inter-governmental debts: 

“I do not approve in any remote 
sense of the cancellation of the 
debts to us. World confidence 
would not be enhanced by such ac- 
tion. None of our debtor nations 
have ever suggested it. 

“But as the basis of the settle- 
ment of these debts was the capac- 
ity under normal conditions of the 
debtor to pay, we should be con- 
sistent with.our own policies and 
principles if we take into account 
the abnormal condition now exist- 
ing in the world. 

“I am sure the American people 
have no desire to attempt to ex- 
tract any sum beyond the capacity 
of any debtor to pay and it is our 
view that broad vision requires that 
our Government should recognize 
the situation as it exists.”

war debta due her from Europe. 

The next step is expected to be 
a request from these Powers to the 
United States to join in a pariey 
to revise war debts.

. BORISOV, Russia, July 9.— 
James Mattern, limping from a 
bruised knee, and Bennett Griffin, 
one eye blacked and adhesive tape 
covering scratches on his forehead, 


were busy dismantling 2 dam- 
aged airplane today when à cor- 
respondent found them in the bog 
near Borisov where their projected 
round-the-world flight ended 
Thursday. 

They were in good spirits, seem- 
ingly none the worst for their 
crackup except for their superfi- 
cial injuries. 

They explained that they had 
thought they could make the air- 
port here but misjudged the dis- 
tance and volplaned into the peat 
bog a few hundred yards away. 

“Our landing was perfect,” Mat- 
tern said, “but the soft ground 
caused the plane to nose over, and 
here we are.” 

Both airmen expressed the belief 
that the plane could be repaired 
and flown again. Their future 
plans in this respect will be de- 
cided when they go to Moscow to- 
morrow. 

An army transport corps officer 
on duty here was the first to reach 
the scene after the Americans 
landed. He found them crawling 
out from under their plane, and 
they were slightly dazed. The of- 
ficer gave the men first aid, and, 
unable to talk with them, sum- 
moned the chief of the district 
army garrison who spoke English. 
Later the airmen were taken to 
Minsk where they received hospi- 
tal treatment. | 

Both Mattern and Griffin ex- 
pressed great appreciation at the 
courtesy shown them everywhere. 

“Neither of us was hurt except 
for a few scratches,” they said. 
“We are coming to Moscow to- 
morrow by train and are shipping 
parts of our plane there for re- 
pairs.” 

“Technical difficulties with the 
controls of the plane forced us to 
land,” the flyers said. “Then the 
plane turned over as we came down 
in the bog. 

“We're both all right, but very 
sorry we failed in our attempt to 
beat the round-the-world record. 
We were forced down just after we 
thought we had completed the 
most difficult part of the trip, and 
we were making excellent time. 


TORRENTIAL RAIN DAMAGES 
BOTH CITIES OF NOGALES 


Wall of Water Sweeps Through

Ariz, July 9.—A 
four-foot wall of water, sweeping 
down from the mountains of Sonora 
as the result of a torrential rain, 
caused damage estimated at more 
than $75,000 when it struck the two 
border citiés of Nogales, Ariz., and 
Nogales, Sonora, last night.

Most orders were for $1, and there 
were some for 50 cents. 

Another 150 stopped at the 
Bureau for Homeless Men, at Four- 
teenth and Pine streets or its 
branch at 2032 Locust street. These 
were given orders on restaurants 
for six meals each. j 

The word spread late in the aft- 

ernoon that the gate was open” 
and those served near closing time 
arrived breathless. About 300 re- 
turned thfs morning to the Provi- 
dent Association and 400 to the 
Bureau for Homeless Men, but 
were turned away because of the 
shortage of funds. 
During the demonstration yester- 
day at the city hall 25 policemen 
were stationed throughout the 
building and another 25 armed 
with riot guns and tear gas bombs, 
were held in readiness at Police 
Headquarters, two blocks away. 

Paraders Cheer and Sing. 

The crowd began to form at 11 
o' clock, as 200 St. Louis business 
and civic leaders met with Mayor 
Miller inside the building to discuss 
ways and means of providing addi- 
tional relief for unemployed. The 
leaders of the demonstration had 
planned to send a delegation to the 
Mayor’s meeting, but were unsuc- 
cessful. 

The gathering on the lawn was 
augmented by three parades of fev- 
eral hundred persons each who ap- 
proached, cheering and singing, 
from various sections of the city. 
The first parade had assembled at 
Broadway and Miller street and 
marched north on Broadway and 
west on Market, some of the mem- 
bers carrying rudely constructed 
banners with such slogans as “No

One large sign, borne by small 
children in ragged clothing, read, 
“Free Milk for Children of Unem- 
ployed.” 
The other two parades, one from 
Carr Park marching south on

Comptroller Louis Nolte, the 
city’s chief fiscal officer, sees no 
way that the city can add, at 
present, to its contribution of 
municipal funds for unemploy- 
ment relief, This contribution, as 


tabulated in the Comptroller's of- 
fice, has been $600,000 in the pres- 
ent season, and $1,325,000 in the 
last 18 months. 

Nolte yesterday announced that 
he had abandoned the idea, an- 
nounced by him a week before, of 
a $3,000,000 bond issue to be voted 
in November, one-half for direct 
relief and one-half for work re- 
lief. He is now very doubtful 
whether a bond issue for relief, or 
any other purpose, would re- 
ceive the necessary two-thirds vote 
under present conditions. And 
even if a bond issue were voted, 
its proceeds would not be availa- 
ble before December, and there is 
urgent need for added relief funds 
now. 

The Comptroller said, in reply 
to questions, that there was no 
way in which the city could bor- 
row money in short-time loans for 
relief purposes, from the banks or 
other sources. 

Provisions of Charter. 
“Under the State Constitution 
and city charter,” he said, the 
city can borrow money for main- 
tenance only, to be repaid from 
revenue which is anticipated and 
will be available for such pay- 
ment. The city has sometimes 
borrowed from the banks in this 
manner, and has repaid the loans 
from tax receipts. It could not bor- 
row money to be spent for relief 
purposes, for all the revenue to 
be anticipated from the special 
relief tax measures has already 
been appropriated.“ 

It was suggested, during the re- 
cent budget discussion, that the 
city could borrow from the banks 
on its delinquent tax bills, amount- 
ing to several million dollars. As 
these bills, when issued against real 
estate, are liens on the property, 
the past experience has been that 
they are usually paid, with the ac- 
crued penalties. 

When this suggestion was first 
made by an Alderman, Comptroller 
Nolte asked Richard H. Hawes, 
head of the clearing house, whether 
the banks would lend money on de- 
Unquent tax bills. Hawes’ reply 
Was so emphatically in the nega- 
tive that the Comptroller did not 


look into the matter further. He 
believes it would be difficult to 
find legal authority for such loans, 
even if the banks were willing to 
make them. 
At present, it is the practice ot 
the Comptroller's office to include 
in its estimate of revenue available 
each year, an estimate of the delin- 
quent taxes to be paid during the 
year. This is allotted to municipal 
purposes. The estimate for.the 
present year shows that about $2,- 
300,000 is expected to be received | 
from this source in 1932-33, and 
the budget shows that all the 
money is already allotted. 
Cannot Use Sinking Fund. 
The city cannot borrow money 
from its own sinking fund. for re- 
lief or any other purpose, the 
Comptroller says, as the charter 
specifies the manner in which the 
sinking fund must be maintained 
and kept intact. It is the basis of 
the city’s credit, and the means of 
keeping up the value of the city’s 
bonds, 


one other eitles Have issued 
bonds, or authorized bond issues, 
for relief purposes. A4 list kur- 
nished by the Community Council 
to the Comptrolier’s office shows 
issues or authorizations, in 1932, of 
bonds by various cities in these 
amounts:

In other words, the law is a means and 
not an end, and the purpose of all courts, 
as Chief Justice Hughes said recently 
about the Supreme Court, is to “maintain 
the integrity of a constitutional system 
designed to keep government within its 
‘assigned limits and, in the interest ef an 
ordered liberty, to establish the rule of 
reason, recognizing and applying declared 
principles.”

men’s hearts everywhere in a paean of thanksgiving. 
It cannot be said that the news fröm Lausanne is a 
surprise. The conquerors of Germany had carried 


their cause to the point of absurdity. They have 


known for a long time that to make Germany pay for 
a war in which historians have declared that her 
guilt was no greater than that of the other Powers 
is both unjust and impossible. Except for France, 
which has stood doggedly upon the untenable ground 
that the Germans must pay, pay and pay, though the 
world collapse, they would long ago have charged off 
most of the war claims and let bygones be bygones. 
The end has been in sight ever since the rest of 
the world went to the relief of Germany a year ago. 
Germany is an integral part of all trade and com- 
merce, of all credit and all finance. It was as im- 
possible for the international body to cut her off and 
continue to live itself as it is to separate the parts 
of any other living organism without causing death 
to the whole. The French have at last had to look 
at the matter from the viewpoint of enlightened self- 
interest. Powerful though France is, she cannot es- 
cape the common lot of all. 

While the details of the settlement at Lausanne 
are being arranged, the world will have an oppor 
tunity to judge the extent to which the reparations 
and war debts have been at the bottom of our inter- 
national ills. The process of healing will set in. Not 
perceptibly at first, for the malady from which a 
sick world suffers is too devastating; but as confi- 
dence returns and men everywhere feel that the.worst 
is over, a better spirit will pervade the earth. The 
beleaguered nations will again venture forth in quest 
of trade. They will recede from their suicidal tariffs. 
Live and let live will succeed die and let die. 

What our own country will do in this reversion 
of her own practices can at this time be little better 
than speculation. In the end, she will yield to rea- 
son, as France has just done. It will take time to re- 
verse our obscurantism, but necessity in time wears 
down even the most stubborn recalcitrancy. Vide the 
case of France. She has at long last learned that in 
trying to destroy Germany she was destroying her- 
self. Armed to the teeth, the bully of every confer- 
ence which sought to rationalize the post-war situa- 
tion in Western Europe, the nation that had enjoyed 
20 allies in the war with Germany found herself 
standing alone in the vengeful insistence that Ger- 
many must be destroyed. The friends of France 
everywhere will rejoice to see her quit such an im- 
possible position, as all the world will take hope 
and new courage from the news that the old and pre- 
posterous reparations claim, the ogre of first the 
Dawes plan and then the Young plan, is dead. 

The United States must in time restate her position 
with respect to the war debts. Their present status 
has been rendered impracticable by the news from 
Lauganne. There will be time for that, and when it 
comes, our own preconceived notions about the war 
debts will be as dead as that vain-glorious dream 
which France one time had of reparations. 
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POLITICS AND THE POLICE. 

I object to any political activities on the part 
of the Chief of Police or other members of the de- 
partment.

Two years 
later, in the presidential campaign of 1928, Mr. Nor- 
ris chose to support the Democratic candidate, Al- 
fred E. Smith, ‘whose position with respect to the 
power question was preferable, in his judgment, to 
that of Mr. Hoover. 

Legislatively, he gave a similarly striking example 
of his independence and official scruples when he 
opposed a tariff on sugar, notwithstanding the eco- 
nomic importance and presumable political influ- 
ence of the beet sugar industry in his State. 

Now comes prohibition. Let it be admitted freely 
that the power of political life and death has de- 
parted from the hands of the Anti-Saloon League and 
that no such courage is now required of public men 
to speak honestly on this issue as in the days when 
Wayne Wheeler cracked his whip over a subservient, 
shivering Congress. Yet nobody can intelligently be- 
lieve that Mr. Norris’ disavowal of prohibition as a 
policy is prompted by any concern other than his 
reasoned decision that the experiment is a failure 
and must give way to a sounder, practical system. 

George W. Norris may be right or he may be 
wrong in any or all of his hobbies or aversions. 
He may be right or wrong in his blazing departures 
from partisan political custom. But his integrity is 
unquestionable. Here is a man who would rather 
be honest than President. And what a different 
land would ours be today, and what a happier peo- 
ple, if the honesty of Norris were the rule, instead 
of the exception, in our public life! 
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TOWARD REAL REPRESENTATION. 

A noteworthy feature of the Democratic plank call- 
ing for the repeal of prohibition is the provision 
that the amendment shall be proposed to “purely 
representative conventions.” This means that with 
the intent of the plank carried out, many states 
could not choose their convention delegates from 
present state legislative or congressional districts, 
Great disparities of population which have not been 
corrected since the countryside was outdistanced by 
the cities have come to keep many legislatures and 
congressional delegations from being “purely repre- 
sentative.” The Democratic plank means that not 
only would the convention delegates be elected by 
the people specifically for their stand on probibition, 
it means that these conventions would represent the 
people in terms of population and not in accordance 
with unrepresentative notions which now prevail so 
generally. It is an indictment of the structure of 
our legislatures and our congressional districts, and 
it is well deserved. 
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BROSSARD’S REAPPOINTMENT.

RESIDENT HOOVER, without previous 
p warning, has submitted to the Geneva 
disarmament conference a plan for re- 
ducing “the overwhelming burden of arm- 
ament.” While this plan has temporarfly 
served to revive the conferehce, the outlook 
for its acceptance is not encouraging. To 
date, Italy is the only great Power which 
has given the plan its unqualified approval. 
The Hoover proposal contains three main 
features: abolition of offensive“ weapons, 
such as tanks, poison gas, large mobile guns 
and bombing airplanes; reduction by one- 
third of the defense“ components of 
armies; and scrapping of the treaty strength 
of navies—one-third in the case of battle- 
ships and one-fourth in the case of cruisers, 
destroyers and aircraft carriers. Submarines 
also would be reduced one-third, with the 
proviso that no nation should retain more 
than 35,000 tons. 
In stipulating the actual type of weapon 


‘to be abolished, President Hoover has at- 


tempted to break the deadlock created by 
the inability of the technical commissions 
in Geneva to agree as to what cofistitutes 
an aggressive, ag distinguished from a de- 
fensive, weapon. Moreover, in proposing to 
prohibit not only bombing planes, but any 
form of bombardment from the air, the 
President has taken an important step for- 
ward.

Under the Hoover plan, the United States 
would “reduce” its navy. by abandoning a 
cruiser program for which appropriations 
have not yet been made by Congress, while 
Great Britain and Japan would be called 
upon to scrap oxigting . 


President Hoover asserts that the adop- 
tion of the plan would save the world 10 
billion to 15 bilMon dollars within the next 
10 or 45 years, and the American people at 
least two billions during this period.

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Old Age Pensions

LD age pension laws, already in ex- 

istence in 39 foreign countries, are grad- 
ually gaining in favor in the United States, 
according to a statement of the Federal 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, in which it is 
pointed out that 17 states have already en- 
acted such legislation. 

In each of these states, straight pension 
plans have been put into effect, the entire 
cost being borne by the public through tax- 
ation. More than 65,000 old people, under 
these laws, are now being given periodic 
cash payments, at an average rate of 
$14.32 a month, in New York, California, 
Colorado, Kentucky, Maryland, Montana, 
Nevada, Utah, Wisconsin, Wyoming, Min- 
nesota, Massachusetts and Delaware. Other 
states which have enacted laws have not 
as yet put them into operation. 

The early old age pension laws in the 
United States were nearly all of the type 
which left the adoption of the system op- 
tional with the counties, bug the recent 
trend has been definitely toward the man- 
datory form of law. Of the laws passed 


by five states in 1930, four were manda- 


tory, while in 1931 both Celorado and Wis- 
consin amended their laws to make them 
mandatory. 

While the laws vary somewhat in their 
details of operation, in all of the states ap- 
plications for pensions are filed and passed 
upon by the county authorities, and in all 
but six the counties bear the entire ex- 
pense. In the other half dozen states, 
the state government aids the counties, in 
varying proportions, in old age aid. 

To be eligible for a pension, the applicant 
must have reached a certain age--65 years 
in eight states and 70 in nine. He or she 
must have been a citizen of the United 
States for 15 years. The maximum pen 
sion ryns from a dollar a day in some states 
to $250 a month in Kentucky. 

In many foreign countries, especially 
among the republics of South America, the | 
old age insurance plan has been in effect 
for many years, Under this plan, the go 
ernment collects a stated amount of tn 
earnings of a man or woman as soon —

LAUSANNE, July 9. 

LLOWING is a summary of 
the agreement made here 
yesterday for the ending of rep- 
arations payments by Germany: 

The agreement contained a 
preamble detailing the confer- 
ence’s efforts for peace and 
resolutions. The preamble con- 
cluded; _ 

“The Powers that have signed 
this treaty do not claim that the 
accomplishment at Lausanne, 
which will completely put an 
end to reparations, can by itself 
assure that era of peace which 
all nations desire. 

“But they do hope for an as- 
surance that all these aims of 
such deep significance will de 
understood and appreciated by 
all pacific elements in Europe 
and in the world. They do hope 
that these accomplishments, so 
arduously attained, will be fol- 
lowed by fresh achievements.” 

The agreement was entitled 
„The final acts of the Lausanne 
Conference,” and started out 
by expressing the hope that the 
“decision will ease the inter- 
national situation.” 

Then followed a quotation ef 
the arrangement roached on 
the opening day, which sus- 
pended reparations payments 
for the duration of the con- 
ference, and recognized the 
necessity of a “final and defi- 
nite solution.” 

Five Agreements Pre , 

The statement that five 
resolutions were drawn up was 
given next, and there was ap- 
pended an agreement that the 
acts of the conference would 
come into force in each coun- 
try as that count ratified 
them. 

The resolutions were, brief- 
ly (1) an agreement regarding 
reparations between Germany 
and the former allies; (2) con- 
ditional measures extending a 
moratorium on intergovern- 
mental debts; (3) an agree- 
ment to assist Austria and the 
Danubian states which are in 
financial difficulties; (4) cre- 
ation of a committee to study 
the grain problem in the Danu- 
bian states which are em- 
barrassed by a huge grain sur- 
plus; and (5) creation of 
the machinery for a world 
econemic conference under 
the auspices of the League of 
Nations. 

There was nothing about a 
„gentlemen's agreement“ link- 
ing reparations with war debts 
nor was there any reference to 
the “war guilt” clause of the 
Versailles treaty. 

The agreement with Germany 

was prefaced with a declaration 
of “the firm intention of help- 
ing to create a new order per- 
mitting the establishment and 
development of confidence be- 
tween the nations in the mutual 
spirit of reconciliation, collab- 
oration and justice.” 
Article. 1 of the German 
agreement stipulated that 'the 
German Government shall de- 
liver to the Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements German Gov- 
ernment 5-per-cent redeemable 
bonds to the amount of three 
milliard reichsmarks of gold of 
the present standard of weight 
and fineness” ($712,500,000 on 
the current quotation of 23.75 
cents for the mark). 

Rights of Bond Holders. 

Next came the statement on 
the manner of the issuance of 
the bonds and various technical 
| problems, including a statement 
that in the event of certain con- 
ditions the Bank of Internation- 
al Settlements shall act as refe- 
ree by a vote of two-thirds ma- 
jority. 

Article two provides for sub- 
situting the Lausanne agree- 
ment for previous reparations 
agreements. 

Thus the Young plan and 
Hague agreements, which at 
present are suspended, will be 
replaced, but nothing in the 
agreement diminishes the vari- 
ous rights of the bondholders 
under the Young plan and the 
Dawes loan.

Charges by State Auditor Thomp- 
son that the broom factory opera- 
ed in St. Louis by the Missouri 
Commission for the blind has suf- 
fered through inefficient supervi- 


sion, were denied today by Mrs. 
Mary D. Campbell, executive direc- 
iter of the commission, and H. H. 
Howard, superintendent of the fac- 
tory. 

The work ‘of Mrs. Campbell and 
Howard was criticised in a report 
to Gov. Caulfield after an audit of 
the broom factory accounts had 
been made by Thompson's staff. 
Gov. Caulfield, infofmed of the na- 
ture of the report, declared he 
would order a thorough investiga- 
tion. 

The auditors, alleging a lax sys- 
tem of handling some records and 
accounts, found an operating loss 
in the broom shop. of $42,597 in 
1931, they reported. They found 
discrepancies, they said, in the in- 
ventories of manufactured brooms 
and raw materials, and that com- 
petitive bids were not received on 
some of the purchases of raw ma- 
terials, resulting in the payment of 
a higher price. 

Charges Wasteful Practice. 

In buying raw material, the fac- 
tory suffered through Howard's 
custom, the report sets forth, of 
buying broom straw from a Kan- 
sas City factory at higher prices, 
plus freight, than the material 
could have been purchased in St. 
Louis with delivery at the factory. 
It was alleged that in some in- 
stances the price of broom corn 
thus purchased was increased 2 
cents a pound. 

“In the operation of the factory 
a heavy loss is sustained,“ the re- 
port continued. The factory is 
located in one of the worst places 
for the blind workmen (1908 Lo- 
cust street), and the rental and 
overhead are almost prohibitive. A 
moze accessible building at a rental 
of about one-half could be ob- 
tained.” 

The auditors said the records 
failed to account for more than 
1100 brooms during the 15-month 
period, and that freight bills for 
1929-30 shipments were paid out of 
the 1931-32 appropriation, in viola- 
tion of the State apropriation laws. 
Criticism of storing costs, expense 
accounts of the factory accountant 
and selling methods were also con- 
tained in the report. 

In discussing selling methods, 
the repoft stated that blind sales- 
men received with lists of prices 
for brooms and other products of 
the factory, and that different 
prices then were quoted to pros- 
pective customers by Howard. Ex- 
pense accounts of the factory ac- 
countant for visiting other broom 
factories for blind workers, 
amounted to $500 or $600 a yéar. 
These were characterized in the 
report as “unnecessary and unwar- 
ranted.” 

Of Mrs. Campbell, the auditors 
said: “If the executive director 
has the knowledge of properly sup- 
ervising the commercial end of the 
commission, it is quite evident that 
such supervision has not been ex- 
ercised, under the present manage- 
ment.” Superintendent Howard, 
they charged “is doing certain 
things that should be plain to any- 
body who is interested are not good

SUSPENSION 10 
LAST 31 DAYS

CHICAGO, July §.—Catcher Bill 


Dickey of the New York Yankees 
today was fined $1000 and sus- 
pended until Aug. 4 for his attack 
on Carl Reynolds, Washington out- 
fielder. 

The fine was one of the severest 
ever levied on a major league 


player, although the suspension, 
totaling 31 days from the day 
Dickey cracked Reynolds’ jaw, 
wasn't as long as that demanded 
by Clark Griffith, president of the 
Washington club. Griffith de- 
manded that Dickey be kept out of 
the game until Reynolds was able 
to return. 

Dickey assaulted Reynolds in the 

first game of a double-header on 
July 4. The Washington outfielder 
dashed in with the tying score on 
a “squeeze play” and Dickey, en- 
raged because he came rushing in 
standing up, struck him. Reynolds’ 
jaw was fractured. He probably 
will be out of the game for an- 
other month. 
President Harridge of the Amer- 
ican League, who levied the stag- 
gering fine, carefully digested all 
reports on the case before an- 
nouncing his decision. It was the 
second “assault case“ in the Amer- 
ican League this season, the first 
one involving the battle of three 
White Sox players and Manager 
Lew Fonseca against George Mori- 
arty at Cleveland on Memorial 
day. Fines totalling $1350 were 
dealt out to the White Sox play- 
ers in that case, Pitcher Gaston 
and Manager Fonseca receiving 
$500 fines. 

Reynolds’ lower jaw was frac- 
tured in two places by Dickey's 
blow. Since that time he has been 
unable to eat solid foods. 

President Harridge said he sent 
the news of the fine direct to 
Dickey yesterday “so he would 
learn of it cirect without first 
reading it in the newspapers.” 

It is probable that the club 
owners may vote to turn over the 
proceeds of the fine to Reynolds 
of the Washington club when they 
hold their usual summer meeting 
at Cleveland next Monday morn- 
ing. 

“That is purely up to the club 
owners,” President Harridge said. 
“The fine that Dickey must pay 
automatically goes into the Amer- 
ican League treasury and the club 
owners can do what they think

17. 1888, the whole nation wit- 
n a still bigger display of that 
Herculean strength when the Em- 
peror saved his children and rela- 
tives by hoiding on his shoulders 
the roof of a wrecked dining car 
in the train derailed by the revoiu- 
tionaries. The world gasped. The 
hero himself remained indifferent, 
but the terrific strain did affect his 
kidneys. On Oct. 20, 1894, Nicky 
and I stood on the veranda of the 
beautiful palace in Livadia armed 
with bags of ten and watching 
the end of the Colossus.

HE fiancee of the new Czar, 

Princess Alix of Hesse-Darm- 

stadt, had arrived from Ger- 
many on the eve of the death of 
Alexander III. The Minister of the 
Imperial Court was too excited to 
think of ordering a special train 
and she traveled as an ordinary 
passenger. Taken to the Palace 
Chapel of Livadia, she was baptized 
according to the rites of the Greek 
Orthodox Church. The wedding 
was performed in St. Petersburg. 
scarcely a week after the funeral. 
The honeymoon consisted of at- 
tending two masses a day and re- 
ceiving visits of condolence. The 
whole thing looked grotesque, I 
doubt whether the greatest of the- 
atrical producers could have staged 
a more appropriate prologue for 
the tragedy of the last Czar of 
Russia. 

The young Empress spoke Rus- 
sian with difficulty. Her predeces- 
sors used to benefit by the lapse of 
time between their betrothals to 
the future Czars and their ascen- 
sion to the throne. The wife of 
Alexander III had lived in the 
country for 17 consecutive years 
preceding her coronation, but 
Princess Alix was given exactly 96 
hours to study the language and 
get acquainted with the national 
customs. Unable to grasp the rela- 
tive standing of the innumerable 
courtiers she made errors, irrele- 
vant in themselves but tantamount 
to formidable crimes in the eyes 
of St. Petersburg society. It fright- 
ened her and created marked re- 
serve in her treatment of visitors.

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Abdominal Injuries 
TYPE, ef Abdominal injury 
Aber ig becoming more com- 
mon is that which is the re- 
sult of a crushing biow and in 
which the abdominal organs are 
injured without the abdominal wall 
being perforated. 

The most common direct cause 
of this type of injury is the auto- 
mobile. 

However, coasting accidents, 
football and baseball, kicks by do- 
mestic animals and falls contribute 
a certain proportion. : 

This crushing type of injury was 
discussed recently by Dr. Hugh 


of Surgery. 

It is a subject that merits un- 
derstanding and attention by the 
lay public, for through an ade- 
quate appreciation of this type of 
accident fatal results may be es- 
caped by prompt and adequate 
surgical attention. 

A history typical of this type of 
accident was reported by Dr. Rob- 
ertson ag follows: 

A young man of .0 riding in the 
rumble seat of a car suffered a 
hard joit in the region of the small 
of the back, on the right side, when 
the car was sideswiped by another 
machine. 

The accident did little damage to 
the machines and the young man 
in question, though he felt shaken 
up. did not at once suffer any se- 
vere pain. 

Several hours later, however, he 
became nauseated, vomited, com- 
plained of sharp pain in hig right 
side and fainted. — 

When taken to a nearby hospital, 
a diagnosis was made of rupture of 
the kidney and this diagnosis was 
confirmed by operatien. 

While dwelling on this particu- 
lar case, it might be pertinent to 
point out that the rumble seat of 
an automobile is particularly 
hazardous, for the low walls are 
liable to inflict dull, crushing in- 
juries when the rider is thrown 
against them.
